as Third of Family Goes

Quitting Daughter’s Bedside, August Heck-
man, Crushed by Express, Follows Younger
Girl and Son to Grave

The death of August J. Heckman, ot
Edge Hill, who was killed by an ex-

platform, is the third in his family
since last Oectober,

Mrs, Heckman, returning from the
bedside of a danghter eritically ill from
typhoid fever, where she had gone to
relieve the all-night vigil of her husbana
#0 that he could retirn to his employ-
ment, found his lifeless body in their
home late last night.

He had returned to his home and ob-
tained his badge admitting him to Hog
Island, where he is employed, and was
struck by a freight train ns he at-
tempted to cross the railroad trocks ot
to eateh the 11:40 pas-
senger train, which was pulling into the
station.

On October 14 Sylvin Heckman, the

oldest daughter of the eouple, died from
influenza, Shortly afterward Mr. Feck-
man fell down a hatchway and sprained
his baek. )
On February 4 August Heckman, Jr.,
was strickep with typhold fever, from
which fe ix now recovering. Ten days
ago Gertrude, the gecond daughter, was
tnken ill with the typhoid fever nnd died
on April 6. A third danghter, Helen,
is mow in 8t. Mary's Hospital, with
the same disease,

Mr. Heckman returned from the fu-
neral of his daughter Gertrude on Tues-
duy night and learned that Helen was
eritieally ill, He hnstened to her bed-
side and remained thera until yesterday
moroing, when Mre. Heckman relieved
him. A short time later he was strock
by the train, and died en route to the
Jewish Hospital.

Shoe Dealer Denies Signing
Surety for Schuylkill
Political Leader

MAGISTRATE INVESTIGATES

Charles Block, a shoe dealer, 315
SBouth strect, named by Magistrate Jo-
soph 8, O'Brien as the person who
signed the 22500 bail bond of William
8. Teib, a Schuylkill county politieal
leader, accused of forgery, denied it
today.

“I don't know Leib, I never heard
of Teib, and, naturally, T would not
go his bail,"" he said.

“T guess the whole thing is polities,

I never meddled with polftios in my life

and don't intend to get mixed up in a
political fight now,”” he said. ““The
man who signed my name to that bail
bond committed forgery, but I don't
intend to do anything about it, for fear
of what may happen to me."

Magistrate O'Brien describes  the
false “‘Dlock’™ a8 a stout man about
wixty-two years old, Block is stost,
but is only forty-seven years old and
looks about five years younger,

Warrants Threatened

“*Well, if the’ man who signed the
bond was not Block, somebody will
suffer,”” Magistrate O'Brien said. “Fif-
teen minutes after I receive proof it
was not Bloek warrants will be Issued
for Leib and every person comcerned
in the affair., .

I acoepted the bond in good faith,
bellt!\'iug the person who introduced
‘Bloeck’ to be sincere. The deed to the
house was produced and I naturally
thought everything correet,'

The house at 315 SBouth street is as-
sessed nt $14,000, in the name of
Charles Block. Tast night he is quoted
as saying he did not own the property,

The word that the bail bond of Leib
was assailed came a8 & surprise to the
magistrate, Leib appeared at the
magistrate’s home, 31D South Tenth
street, lust evening to earry out the ar-
rangement to present bail, which wak
made when the warrant for his arrest
was issned.

Leib koew on Wednesday that the
warrant was [ssted and left his home
in Pottaville with the anoounced inten-
tion of coming to Philadelphia and
giving himself up. Magistrate O'Brien,
who issued the warrant, remaioed at
his office, 1018 Pine street, all day
yesterday for Leib. He did not come,
however, and at 4 o'clock the office
wns closed and the wmagistrate went
home,

lieves to have been Samuel Blieden,
The magistrate was introduced to the
bondsman, whose name was given aw
Charles Block, 515 Bouth street.

“I am an embezzler: T am a de-
faulter: T misappropriated your prop-
‘erty."" former Judge Wheeler said, ne-
rording to Mr. Taulane, and he de-
clared that the defendant signed a
statement to this effect.

Mr. Wheeler, who sat nearby, ap-
peared unmoved by the statement,

Argument of Defénse

It is understood that the argument
of the defense will be that settlement
was offered in the case and that it was
refused by the plaintiff,

Mrs. Joyce, dressed in deep mourn-
ing. followed every word of thé opening
address of Mr. Taulane closely, and way
referred to by the prosecuting attorney
as "'the woman in black,"

““She gave him stocks and bonds to
keep for her to the amount of more
than $100,000, Wheeler suggested
that she turn her securities over *to
him and that he act as her trustee and
give her money from time to time as
ghe needed it. The shares of stock
which she turned over to him were
valuable and brought dividends of 20
per cent anoually,

“The question arose whether Mpa,
Joyce should sell her busivess in-Colum -
bus or buy out her brotherin-law’s
stock in the Green-Joyee Company,
Wheeler sald: ‘I will see what 1 can
do in the way of procuring’ stock in
the compuny.' "'
